Warren Testifies at House 
Hearing Against Bill to 
Let War Department 
Settle Terminated Con- 
tracts. ‘ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Lindsay Warren, Comptroller Gen- 
eral, told the House Military Com- 
mittee today that Army contract- 
ing officers had allowed hundreds 
ef erroneous contractors’ claims, 
including charges for such items 
as false teeth, liquor and juke 
boxes, ; 

Warren opposed legislation re- 
quested by the War Department 
to give its contracting officers 
final and conclusive jurisdiction 
in settling terminated war con- 


tracts. 

He cited. 270 cases in which he 
gaid claims allowed by the officers 
had been questioned by the gen- 
eral accounting office and recov- 
eries made from the contractors. 

War Department regulations 
eovering the settlements, he told 
the committee, “have all the ap- 

ce of having been put for- 
ward by special pleaders for in- 
dustry." 

“Untold billions of dollars, are 
involved” in contract settlentents, 
he asserted, and the question is 
whether Congress shall “permit 
the bypassing” of the general ac- 
counting office in their settle- 
ment. 

“Snapping Fingers at Congress.” 

“What is proposed, and is now 
actually being done, is an arrogant 
snapping of fingers in the face 
of Congress,” Warren testified. 

“In the national interest,” he 
waid heatedly, the War Depart- 
ment “should be peremptorily 
stopped” in its present contract 
settlement procedures, which he 
gaid “amazed and astonished” him. 

“I measure my words when I 
solemnly warn you that these reg- 
ulations will permit a, grand 
cover,” Warren continued, and will 
“absolutely preclude any chance to 
detect frauds.” 

In some instances, Warren said, 
the regulations “will be actually 
used to cover up frauds,” and will 
“encourage extreme generosity” 
with government funds, 

The practice of some contract- 
ing officers of “wining and din- 
ing” and fraternizing socially with 
contractors, Warren said, has “a 
tendency to make them more lib- 
eral.”

|HITLER PAPER TELLS GERMANS 


TO BE ‘OBSTINATE’ AS BRITISH 


“Sometimes Life No Longer Seems 
To Run Forward,” Says 
Voelkischer Beobachter. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 18 (AP) :—The 
Voelkischer Beobachter — Adolph 
Hitler’s newspaper—sought today 
to prop sagging rman morale 
against what it called “dead spots” 
such as Stalingrad by advising the 
Germans to copy their English 
enemies. 

“Sometimes life no longer seems 
to run forward,” it said. “It seems 
that one has reached the, highest 
output of strength, power, organi- 
zation and power of invention for 
war. 

“But that is not enough. Today 
we must be stubborn. Stand on 
stiff legs and be obstinate ag the 
Britons, who have shown this 
character when faced by dark 
moments. To fight against these 
dead spots is the duty of all Ger- 
mans. Today we know that in the 
big German nation nothing can be 
impossible.” 


MULL ANDEDEN REPORTED 
LEAVING IRAN FOR MOSCOW 


Nazi Radio Says Harriman 
Traveling With Delegates to 
Moscow Parley. 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (AP).—The 
Berlin radio said today that Cor- 
dell Hull,, United States ‘Secretary 
of State, and Anthony Eden, Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary, had arrived 
in Teheran, Iran, and then gone 
on toward Moscow, eh route to 
the tripartite conference. 

The German broadcast, which 
attributed its infgrmation to the 
“Teheran radio,” said W. Averell 
Harriman, newly appointed United 
States Ambassador to Soviet Rus- 
sia, was traveling with them by 
plane, 

There has been no official an- 
nouncement from Washington that 
Hull is en route to Moscow, but 
such movements of high officials 
normally are not, disclosed until 
their journeys are completed. It 
is about 12,000 air miles from 
Washington to Moscow via Brazil, 
Egypt and Iran (Persia).

Crown Says Killing Was 
for Revenge, Satisfac- 
tion, Gain—Defendant 


Pleads Not Guilty. 


CASE OUTLINED

Jury Is Told That Accused 
Man Took Nancy Oakes 
on Pre-Marriage Trip to 
California.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 18 
(AP).—Special Prosecutor A. F. 
Adderley told a Bahamas Supreme 
Court jury today that the Crown 
charges Alfred de Marigny with 
conceiving the murder of wealthy 
Sir Harry Ogkes for three reasons: 
“For revenge, for satisfaction and 
for gain.” 
. He charged that the 35-year-old 
defendant had taken Oakes’ eldest 


daughter, Nancy, now 19 years old, 
on a trip to California before they 
were married last year. 

In the tense atmosphere of the 
small courtroom where Nassau’s 
most sensational criminal trial had 
started an hour earlier, the, Negro 
prosecutor outlined the evidence 
with which the Crown seeks to 
prove that De Marigny beat his 
father-in-law and left him to die 
on a flaming bed. 


Pleads Not Guilty. 

Speaking from a caged prisoner's 
dock, the defendant had uttered a 
firm “not guilty” to the charge 
against him. He then peered 
through the wooden. bars while a 
jury was seated with a swiftness 
which seemed remarkable in a 
courtroom where the centuries 
old pomp of British justice pre- 
vailed, | 

The venire of 30 was exhausted 
with Ofily 11 men in the box, but 
red-robed, white-wigged Chief Jus- 
tice Sir Oscar Bedford Daly asked 
attorneys to withdraw one of their 
challenges, and Defense Counsel 
Godfrey Higgs complied. 

Holding Bibles in their hands, 
the jurors took individual oaths 
administered by Court Registrar 
Clyde Roberts, who also was robed 
and wigged—along with attorneys 
and other attaches. 

Adderley was called on to make 
the opening statement. 

“You will be told of a trip the 
accused made to California with 
Nancy before their marriage,” he 
told the jury. 

“Lady Eunice Oakes, the widow, 
will tell you that the family tried 
to make the best of a bad bar- 
gain.” 

“Don't be influenced by the 
world-wide interest and the-news- 
paper accounts of this case,” he 
declared. 

“Your only duty is to abide by 
the evidence.” 

Tells of Finding of Body. 

He told of the finding of Oakes’ 

body last July 8 in a bedroom at 
the Oakes’ seaside estate, West- 
bourne. There had been four hard 
blows on the head. 
* “Any of the blows would have 
killed,” he said, “but the murderer 
was so filled with hate and malice 
that he struck again and again, 
then burned the body. 

“Such a deed could only origi- 
nate in a depraved and degenerate 
mind.” 

Repeating testimony, of prosecu- 
tion witnesses at a preliminary 
hearing, ‘Adderley told of enmity 
between Oakes and De Marigny. 

“The Crown charges,” he said, 
“that De Marigny, resenting Oakes’ 
failure to accept him as a member 
of the family and because of a 
financial strain, conceived the 
murder for three reasons: for re- 
venge, for satisfaction and for 
gain.”

MOSCOW, Oct. 18 (AP).—The 
Red Army rolled forward in two 
new sectors west of the Dnieper 
river today in smashing advances 
that threatened disintegration of 
the entire German line in Russia. 

Dispatches from the front said 
Soviet men and guns were pouring 
through a widening hole made yes- 
terday deep inside the Dnieper 
bend behind ' Dnieperopetrovsk, 
threatening to flank hundreds of 
thousands of Germans to the east 
as well as at Melitopol and in the 
Crimea. - 

An important new bridgehead 
was simultaneously established 
north of Kiev by capture of Loev, 
385 miles southwest of Gomel. 
Russian troops in this area pushed 
forward against furious Nazi re- 
sistance. 

Both drives menaced the Ukran- 
jan capital of Kiev with encircle- 
ment, : 

Grenade Fighting at Melitopol. 

To.the south at litopol, blind- 
ing sandstorms sect Tver the? 
city where fighting in the streets 
raged for the sixth day. Whipped 
up from the steppes, the thick 
clouds of dust forced the troops 
to carry their rifles and automatic 
guns under their raincoats, but the 
barrels are constantly clogged 
and the men are attacking with 
hand grenades, a dispatch said. 

The Germans were reported 
rushing up reinforcements from 
Poland, France, The Netherlands 
and Denmark in an effort to stem 
the onrushing Russian forces 
which broke throtgh along a 28- 
mile front and captured five Ger- 
man. strongholds after two days 
of heavy fighting between Krem- 
enchug and Dnieperopetrovsk, An 
initial, wedge 15 miles deep was 
driven into German defenses, the: 
Soviet command said. . 

(After reporting a “big detach- 
ing movement” on the eastern 
front yesterday, the Germans in 
their communique today told of 
“heavy defensive fighting” in the 
Kremenchug sector. The “detach- 
ing movement” hinted the Nazis 
were beginning an extensive with- 
drawal from the lower Dniepef.)

18 (AP).—Allied airmen have blast- 
ed 104—and probably 147—more 
planes out of the Japanese air force 
in the Southwest Pacific. 

In a series of brilliant victories 
Friday and Saturday, announced 


today, Allied flyers shot down 92 
planes and destroyed 12 on the 
ground. Twenty-four more proba- 
bly were shot down and 19 prob- 
ably destroyed or damaged on the 
ground, ~ : 

The most one-sided victory was 
scored over New Guinea’s Oro 
Bay Friday. The Japanese lost 26 
bombers and 20 fighters and prob- 
ably 11 other aircraft.

‘YUGOSLAVIA AGAI 


Improved Relations With 
Gen. Tito’s Forces and 
Moscow Bid to King 
Peter Reported. 


CAIRO, Oct.+*18 (AP).—Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic’s Yugoslav guer- 
rillas, relatively inactive since the 
Nazis began occupying garrisons 
formerly held by Italian troops, 
have taken the offensive and are 
fighting bitter battles with Ger- 
man forces on three fronts, Yugo- 
slav government leaders said today. 

Apparently, Mihailovic’s army is 
confining its drives to Western 
Serbia, Bosnia and Hercegovina 
and the new offensive is independ- 
ent of the battles being fought 
along the coast and in Northern 
Yugoslavia by the red-starred Par- 
tisans of Gen. Josip (Drug Tito) 
Broz. 

The Germans, acting swiftly to 
counter this new threat to their 
Balkan forces, have opened a 
fierce aerial campaign against vil- 
lages held by Mihailovic’s forces 
from their new general headquar- 
ters at Belgrade, these sources 
said. 

Mihailovic is War Minister in the 
Yugoslav Cabinet-in-Exile, King 
Peter recently broadcast a plea to 
his countrymen to unite behind 
the guerrilla leaders to oust the 
Germans. 

(An indication that Russia ac- 
cepts the Yugoslav monarchy was 
seen, according to a Stockholm 
dispatch, in the reported invitation 
of King Peter to Moscow to dis-

Throughout the night and this 
morning, Mrs. Durrant kept calling 
faintly to the rescue squads tun- 
neling toward her, saying, “I am 
all right. ...I1 can take it.... 
This is the second one I've been 
through and I know you'll get me 
out. ... Ill make you a nice cup 
of tea when I get out.” 

Four policemen, reaching the 
crumbling house even while bricks 
and walls were still toppling, bur- 
rowed their way in to Mrs, Dur- 
rant and remained there for more 
than six hours, passing out debris 
bit by bit and shoring up a tiny 
breathing space where she and her 
nine-month-old baby lay. Hed hus- 
band, a railroad employe was still 
missing this afternoon and it is 
feared he was buried under the 
bed which turned over on Mrs. 
Durrant in such a way that her 
life was saved. 


Important new landings of men 
and material in recent days have 
been made on the Italian mainland 
as a part of the steady reinforce- 
ment of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s forces, it was disclosed, In 
Naples Italian salvage crews are 
helping clear the streets to facili- 
tate the moving of supplies to the 
front. 

From both the Fifth and Eighth 
Army fronts came reports of num- 
erous fires in the enemy rear areas. 
This pointed to the possibility that 
the Germans were destroying sup- 
ply dumps preparatory to a gen- 
eral withdrawal, although th 
was nothing else to indicate t 
further Allied advances toward the 
Italian capital from any direction 
would be made except in the face 
of the most stubborn opposition. 

Gen. Clark’s American veterans 
of Salerno captured the towns of 
Nerrone and Ruviano in the high 
ground dominating the surround- 
ing lowlands after fierce fighting 
in which strong formations from 
each side repeatedly stabbed deep 
into the opposing lines, creating a 
fluid situation over an area five. 
or six miles deep in which units 
frequently became isolated. 

Strong Counterattacks, 

British troops of the Fifth Army 
occupied Cancello, a former impor- 
tant Axis air base eight miles in- 
land and on the north bank of the 
Volturno River, after beating back 
a massive German counterattack 
in the course of an advance from 
the sea, 

It was in that sector that Brit- 
ish amphibious forces had landed 
along the gulf of Gaeta to flank 
the German anchor at the mouth 
of the Volturno. 

The United States troops beat 
off three strong German counter- 
thrusts before battling their way 
into Nerrone, a strategic moun- 
tain stronghold three miles north 
of the river and 22 miles inland. 

Ruviano, another valuable po- 
sition in high ground in the strate- 
gic elbow of the Volturno where 
it turns northward, cemented Al- 
lied control of an area where the 
Allies already had seized Caiazzo 
and Amorosi on opposite sides of 
the river. It also was captured 
after a sharp engagement.

AN AIR BASE IN NEW 
GUINEA, Oct. 15 (Delayed).—Our 
pursuit pilots today got the chance 
for which they had long been hop- 
ing when Japanese strategists sent 
down from the north a flock of 
dive bombers with heavy cover of 
fighters to attack shipping along 
the New Guinea coast at Oro 
Bay. Our boys in P-388 and P-40s 
were laying for them. 

For some time our own dive 
bombers have laid heavily into 
Japanese positions and airdromes 
around Rabaul, New Britain. Being 
imitative, the Japanese were ex- 
pected to try the same tactics, and 
did. 

I had a good but distant view 
of this latest air battle. Waiting to 
take off in one of our bombers, I 
stoed under its broad wing with 
Lt. Dick Walker of Chicago, Lt. 
Sam L. Norris, Austin, Tex., Sgt. 
T. L. Ranta, Buhl, Minn., and Sgt. 
Joseph L. Long, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

“We can’t take off until these 
pea shooters (Army jargon for 
pursuit ships) get out of here,” 
said Lt. Walker. 

Flight after flight zoomed ‘up-. 
ward, the planes’ streamlined bod- 
jes flashing momentarily against 
the sky, then fading rapidly into 
light clouds. 

The “Red” Alarm, 

“Something’s about to happen. I 
wish we could get off the ground 
to watch it but it is against or- 
ders,” Walker lamented. “But 
maybe we can see some of it here.” 

Just then the Red alert sound- 
ed, sirens moaned and the Red flag 
fluttered up the pole on the nearby 
control tower. That meant that 
enemy planes were near. 

Everyone got to the nearest fox- 
hole; then stood on the mounds 
ready to jump in when the anti- 
aircraft fire started. Several men 
had glasses. At the nearby com- 
munications center, the radio be- 
ban picking up conversation be- 
tween pursuit pilots. 

“Fifteen Nip dive-bombers com- 
ing in almost at sea level,” came 
word from communications. 
“They’re covered pretty heavily by 
Zeros. Must be 20 or more. Some 
are right alongside the bombers, 
others ‘way up.” 

And there before us, plainly in 
view, were the antagonists. We 
all spotted various phases of action 
and called to each other as one 
group after another made for its 
quarry. 

P-38s Dive on Zeros. 

Down out of thin streaks of 
clouds, 15,000 or 20,000 feet up, 
come tiny dots which enlarged into 
P-38s8 as they dove toward the 
Zeros.’ Around in flat circles they 
went, again shooting straight up- 
ward. 

The earth suddenly trembled and 
to our ears came the unmistaka- 
ble sound of exploding bombs, A 
billow of black smoke rose above 
the trees to our right. 

“That one landed ashore,” came 
word from the radio. 

Then our own boys broke their 
radio silence and from the com- 
munications center we heard their 
running fire of comment. 

“Hey, you blasted peashooter, 
quit firing at me.” One of our 
P-38s had mistaken another of 
our pursuit planes for a Zero. 

“Okay, but get the hell out of 
my way; that Nip below you is 
my meat, brother,” came back 
some hunter, keen for his strike. 

“Oh, oh, look what’s coming,” 
said another. “Here’s a nice jave- 
lin formation of Zeros about over 
that old wreck down there. Let's 
get ’em.” 

Down across our backdrop of 
sky came six P-38s, -They disap- 
peared for a second below tree 
level: then went almost straight 
up thousands of feet, rolling as 
they climbed, thus indicating the 
certain kill of the Zeros they had 
just attacked. 

Picked Off One by One. 

By now our. pursuit ships 
swarmed in every direction. Far 
to the north, three sped after a 
lone Zero, overtook him, killed 
him off and returned toward the 
center of action over the nearby 
shore. 

“Wait for baby, damn it,” called 
one fighter pilot, trying to get 
back into formation after getting 
his second Zero. 

For half an hour these Ameri- 
ean fivers chased Japanese dive- 
bombers and Zeros all over the 
eastern skies while the men on 
the ground bemoaned their fate 
in being watchers instead of par- 
ticivants. 

Both Walker and Norris, trained 
as pursuit pilots, growled dismally 
over this great show going on 
without a chance of their taking 


part. 

That is the universal attitude of 
our flyers, They have no other de- 
sire than to lock horns with the 
Japanese whenever they can be 
found, which isn’t nearly frequent- 
ly enough these davs. 

Sky Dance of Victory. 

As the finale to the air battle, 
we watched the airmen go into the 
dance of victory. One flight after 
another returned from chasing 
and destroying the Japanese, they 
dove in beautiful, curving arcs to- 
ward shore through the smoke of 
burning Japanese bombers. Then 
up and up they went in rolling 
climbs—our flyers’ way of telling 
the world they have met and shot 
down an enemy. 

On the metal strip over to the 
right one P-38 landed hard. Anoth-

The same day the Japanese sent

Urges Only Minimum 
Aid for People as a 
Safeguard.

ITALIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
ITALY, Oct. 14 (Delayed) (AP).— 
Premier Pietro Baddglio, whose 
Italian Government has been rec- 
ognized as a co-belligerent by lead- 
ing United Nations, has said that 
“the Allies must help us, in the 
press and in propaganda, so that 
Communism does not stand a 
chance” in Italy. The Marshal's 
declaration was made in an inter- 
view published today in_ the 
Eighth Army News, a field news- 
paper for British troops. 

Asked whether there is “danger 


{of Communism,” Badoglio replied: 


“After every war there is dan- 
ger of Communism. People are 
excited and overwrought after the 
distress of war. If conditions are 
too bad and they are without 
hope they turn to other presumed 
cures. Young men, trying to make 
political careers for themselves, go 
left rather than right, 

“The left offers opportunities 
for quick rise. It appeals to pas- 
sions which are predominant when 
pennies mentally are in a state of 

ux. 


“Allies Must Help.” 


“The Allies must help us in the 
press and in propaganda 80 that 
Communism does not stand a 
chance, The Italian people are 
simple in mentality. They are in- 
dividualists. Property is very 
evenly divided and we have a 
large proportion of small land- 
holders. That is not ground for 
Communism. The people can live 
on very little if necessary. In Na- 
ples they survived on vegetables 
and fruit. 

“But. I hope the Allies will give 
the Italian people the minimum 
which is necessary to sustain life. 
That is the safeguard against 
Communism.” 

Questioned whether there are 
still high officers in the Italian 
Army who owe their prémotion to 
Fascism, Badoglio answered: 

“That is a matter for the chief 
of staff. The records of such oOffi- 
cers will be examined and each 
case will be dealt with individ- 
ually.” 

The Marshal, who received the 
interviewer, British Capt. Harry 
Gregson, in his. office in a twelfth 
century fortress yesterday, said he 
had read of the proposals by 
Count Carlo Sforza, pre-Fascist 
Italian, Foreign Minister, to re- 
cruit an Italian army of liberation 
on a Cromwellian model. 

“I think Sforza has been too long 


absent from Italy to .have any 


great following,” he commented. 

Some Ready to Fight Again. 

Tapping his finger on a glass- 
topped esk, Badoglio outlined 
Italy’s r effort: 

“We have already organized 
some troops under Gen, Alexander 
(Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, Allied 
ground commander in Italy). I 
don’t know to which Allied army 
they will be allocated, but it is a 
start. 

“The principle that Italian 
troops are to help in driving the 
Germans from Italy will be hon- 
ored. As soon as other units are 
re-equipped and are ready we ghall 
place them at Gen. Alexander's 
disposition. 

“Our collaboration will extend to 
the end of the war, Italian troops 
will be sent to other parts of Eu- 
rope if required, when the Ger- 
mans are out of Italy. But I 
think the war will end before then. 

“Equipment is scarce. We have 
combined several units to get 
equipment for one unit. Now we 
have permission from Allied head- 
quarters to keep all our arms. 
Arms captured from us in North 
Africa and Sicily are going to be 
returned. That will help.”

Daily Mail, Pointing ‘to 
the Bitterness Caused, 
Gives Some Lend-Lease 
- ‘Facts.’ 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (AP). — The 
London Daily Mail, taking another 
shot at “the five talking American 
Senators,” declared today that 
their report “has created so much 
anti-British feeling in America 
and, by repercussion, so much 
anti-American feeling in Britain 
that it is essential the truth of 
lend-lease be known.” 

Denying that Britain was taking 
credit for lend-lease material re- 
ceived from America and trans- 
ferred to other, governments, the 
Daily Mail said the Senators were 
“ignorant of the facts” and added 
that “it is worthwhile pointing out 
that America herself has gained a 
good deal of credit for material 
supplied by Britain.” 

“In November, 1942,” the paper 
continued, “it was essential to sup- 
ply milk to mothers and children 
in North Africa. That milk was 
distributed by the American. Red 
Cross. So far as the Moroccans 
and Algerians know, it came from 
America, as it certainly came at 
the demand of American author- 
ities. But ... it came from our 
own stocks at a time when it 
could ill be spared.” 


“Never a One-Way Affair.” 


The Daily Mail devoted three 
columns to explaining that lend- 
lease was “never intended to be a 
one-way affair” and itemized many 
things which it said Britain “has 
given America without payment.” 

“Between June, 1942, and April, 
1943, the United Kingdom provided 
to American forces 1,362,681 ship 
tons of articles and equipment and 
1,177,884 ship tons of constructive 
materials,” the article declared, on 
the basis of figures it said had 
been compiled by British and 
American sources. 

“The contribution has ranged 
from barbed wire to cooking 
stoves; from bombs to locomo-, 
tives; from Nissen huts to para- 
chutes; from Spitfires to lemon 
squash; from artillery to socks.” 

The Daily Mail concluded this 
phase of its review with the re- 
mark that it was realized all the 
time that “it was not love of 
Britain but the stark realization 
of the possibility of total war en- 
gulfing the United States that pro- 
Pees passage of the Lend-Lease 

ct.” 

The article then went on to say 
that Britain not only is repaying 
and will continue to repay America 
— is doing its bit of lend-leas- 
ng. 

On the Aid Given Russia. 

“Britain has sent on a mutual- 
aid basis as many tanks and air- 
planes to Russia as have gone 
from the United States, and we 
have sent to the U. S. S. R. about 
one-quarter of the amount of other 
suppHes that America has 
shipped,” it said. 

The comments of the American 
Senators aroused the London press 
ag have few other issues since the 
outbreak of the war, and brought 
from Sunday Dispatch Columnist 
Dorothy Crisp this scorching re- 
mark: 

“Within living memory, her 
(America’s) foreign policy has 
been a series of excursions in op- 
portunism bent not on the creation 
of a sounder future but on taking 
a present line of least resistance 
and apparent material gain.”

LEVY IF NEW TAX IS NEEDED 


Association Calls Revenue Program ‘Unsound 
to Point of Being Fantastic’— Unfair to 
White Collar Man. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP) — 
The National Association of Man- 
ufacturerg asked Congress today 


to reject all proposals for new 
taxes, but added that if Congress 
decides more revenue is essential! 
then a national retail sales tax 
should be imposed. 

J. Cheever Cowdin, chairman of 
the association’s Committee on 
Government Finance, told the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee the administration's proposal 
to raise $10,500,000,000 through in- 
creased income and excise taxes 
was “unsound and unrealistic to 
the point of bordering on the fan- 
tastic.” 

Cowdin, who is board chairman 
of Universal Pictures, Los Angeles, 
argued against further taxation at 
this time, saying present revenue 
laws would bring to the Federal 
treasury in the next calendar year 
$44,500,000,000. The treasury esti- 
mates the current revenue collec- 
tion rate at $38,000,000,000. 

Cowdin also told the tax-framing 
committee: 

1. Congress should give serious 
consideration to the problems 
of “white collar business,” which 
Cowdin identified ‘as that large 
section “caught in the same net 
of rising taxes, rising costs and 
dwindling revenues—many of 
their employes gone into the 
services or into war work.”

Barge lines operating on the 
Mississippi River and its tribu- 
taries are ready to put into oper- 
ation the largest fleet of barges 
and towboats in the history o 
river transportation, Chester C. 
Thompson, president of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, which op- 
erates Federal Barge Lines here, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. 

Speaking at a press conference 
prior to the opening of the twenty- 
fifth annual convention of the 
Mississippi Valley Association, 
Thompson said the Federal Barge 


Lines has chartered practically all} 


of the $150,000,000 worth of new 
equipment being built by the De- 
fense Plant Corporation with Gov- 
ernment funds. 

The new equipment consists, 
Thompson said, of 21 towboats of 
2000 horsepower; 100 inter-coastal 
tugs of 650 horsepower; 155 steel 
oil barges of 9500 barrels capacity; 
115 convertible steel barges; 269 
oil-carrying wooden barges and 55 
dry cargo barges. 

Six of the towboats and 30 of 
the steel convertible barges are 
being built by the St. Louis Ship- 
building & Steel Co., he reported. 

“All of this material,” he said, 
“will be ready for use by April.” 
The first of the new towboats, he 
added, already is off the ways and 
is being prepared for its trial run 
at Cairo, Ill The new towboats 
will be named after battles of this 
war. The first boat having been 
named Wake :siand. 

Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, who spoke at the morning 
session of the association, at 
which Thompson was presiding, 
said the Mississippi River trans- 
portation system has been able to 
render a service in this war which 
it was wholly unable to perform 
in the World War. 

As in the last war, domestic 
water transportation has been con- 
fronted with material shortages in 
building urgently needed vessels, 
and forced curtailment of con- 
struction has resulted, he _ said. 
Nevertheless, Eastman continued, 
about 5000 barges ranging in ca- 
pacity from 100 to 3000 tons and 
about 1000 towboats ranging from 
200 to 2500 horsepower are in op- 
eration on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries today. 

Last year, he reported Missis- 
sippi River barges accounted for 
transportation of sixteen and one- 
half billion ton-miles of revenue 
freight. Total freight carried on 
all inland waterways, including the | 
Great Lakes and the intracoastal 


waterways, was more than 148 bil- | 


lion ton-miles in 1942, and this year 
will approximate 158 billion. 
Macleay Opens Convention. 

In opening the two-day conven- 
tion, Lachlan Macleay, president of 
the Mississippi Valley Association, 
asserted, ‘There must no longer be 
discrimination against inland 
water carriers,” and added, “Every 
proposal to regroup or reorganize 
the transportation services of the 
country must be given the closest 
study and subjected to exhaustive 
analysis to prevent the imposition 
upon the public of a monopolistic 
system designed to preserve and 
protect the high-cost carriers.” 

Gov. M. Q. Sharpe of South Da- 
kota called upon the association 
to make the Missouri River devel- 
opment plan soon to be submitted 
to Congress a main objective. In 
general, this plan calls for a series 
of multiple-purpose dams similar 
to Fort Peck along the main 
channel of the Missouri above 
Sioux City, supplemented by a con- 
siderable number of dams on the, 
river's tributaries and sub-tribu- | 
taries.

CITY DEALERS HEARD 


ON GIVILIAN SUPPLY 


Interviews Under Way in Na- 
tional Checkup — Few 
Petty Complaints. 


Retailers and wholesalers of 
food and other civilian goods were 
eagerly telling their wartime sup- 
ply and demand troubles here to- 
day to representatives of the Of- 
fice of Civilian Requirements of 
the War Production Board and the 
Federal Food Distribution Admin- 
istration. : 

The interviews, conducted by 
Arnold F. Kipp of the OCR and 
C. M. Russell of the FDA, will con- 
tinue through Wednesday, at the 
Paul Brown Building. They are 
la part of a nation-wide series de- 
signed to make available to the 
Government’ specific information 
regarding the “kinks” in the nor- 
mal flow of essential civilian 
goods. 

More than 55 merchants in a va- 
riety of fields already had been 
assigned 15-minute interview peri- 
ods with the two Government rep- 
resentatives today, and additional 
requests for appointments. were 
being received from retailers and 
wholesalers as far away as Little 
Rock, Ark, 

Few, if any, of the merchants 
have sought interviews in order to 
voice “petty” complaints or to rant 
against methods of competitive 
stores or firms, Russell told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 
all of them he said, “feel that they 
as retailers, and their community 
as a whole, are receiving a fair 
share of.the available goods.” The 
chief complaint, he said, is simply 
that they are unable to supply the 
increasing demand from their cus- 
tomers for goods of all kinds. 

Many of the merchants who re- 
sponded to the invitation to con- 
fer with the Government men were 
hardware dealers seeking some 
method of obtaining more garbage 
cans, more stoves, more electrical 
appliances. 

The majority of those appearing 
for interviews today were whole- 
salers, and Russell and Kipp said 
that was the usual trend at such 
conferences. The small retailers, 
they explained, are too short of 
help these days to leave their bus- 
ness during the day even for a 
short time. A series of interviews 
have been scheduled for tomorrow 
night for the convenience of such 
merchants, 

Although both Kipp and Russell 
attempted to conduct their inter- 
views with dispatch, most of the 
conferences were running well be- 
yond the scheduled 15-minute lim- 
it. The interviewers conducted 
the meetings on a question-and- 
answer basis. Some of the ques- 
tions asked all merchants were: 
“Do you feel that your community 
is getting a reasonable share of 
the goods that are being pro- 
duced?” “Do you feel that your 
supplies are serving you adequate- 
ly in terms of the demands of your 
customers?” “Do you find that to 
get one article which you and your 
customers want you must buy at 
the same time from the same gell- 
er a supply of other articles which 
you and your customers do not 
want?” 

Most of the merchants gave af- 
firmative answers to the first 
question, negative answers to the 
second, and “varying” answers to 
the third. When all the answers 
given at all the meetings through- 
out the country are tabulated and 
analyzed, the interviewers said, 
the Government hopes to have a 
“pattern” on which to base, so far 
as possible, corrective measures. 
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Declare Emergency — 
Doubts Plan Would In- 
crease Supply. 


Mayor A. P. Kaufmann and 
Comptroller Louis Nolte expressed 
opposition today to the plan of 
Alderman George N. Daugherty 


{that an emergency be declared in 
ithe city’s fuel supply, and that 


the $300,000 revolving fund, pro- 
vided in the smoke elimination 
ordinance, be used to buy smoke- 
less fuel for sale to the public. 
To make the fund available un- 
der present ordinance provisions, 
the Comptroller would have to de- 
clare an emergency, and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment would have to approve the 


declaration. Nolte said he would 
be unwilling to take such action, 
as in his opinion it would do noth- 
ing to increase the supply of 
smokeless coal. 

“‘Tf we had a three million dollar 
fund,” the Comptroller said, “there 
would be no more coal available 
than is now being shipped here. 
I concur 100 per cent with the edi- 
torial on this matter in Saturday’s 
Post-Dispatch.” 

The Mayor said he was informed 
that smokeless coal was being re- 
ceived in considerable quantities 
by dealers. “The situation is seri- 
ous,” he said, “and we have not 
as much fuel as we would like to 
have, but that is a general situa- 
tion, not ‘merely a local one.” 

‘The editorial indorsed by Nolte 
headed “Collapse of the Coal Com- 
plaint,” said that Daugherty’s pro- 
posal “confuses the issue by evad- 
ing it,” and that the setting up of 
an emergency fund would not in- 
crease the local fuel supply. The 
Coal Exchange’s promise to supply 
coal to householders in immediate 
need was declared .to “cut the 
ground from under the minority 
of dealers who have been attempt- 
ing to weaken the antismoke ordi- 
nance.” 

James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee, testified this afternoon 
before the special smoke commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen, of 
which Daugherty is chairman. He 
said that Joseph B. Eastman, co- 
ordinator of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, told him within 
the last two days that he believed 
plenty of freight cars would be 
available to handle smokeless coal 
shipments to St. Louis. 

“St. Louis has now 95 per cent 
as much smokeless fuel as it had 
year ago,” Ford said, “and last 
year was the record season. St. 
Louis is better off than most other 
cities as to its present fuel sup- 
ply.” Ford said Chairman Daugh- 
erty’s estimate of ‘50,000 empty 
fuél bins” in St. Louis homes was 
“absurd,” and that he believed 
Smoke Commissioner Robert M. 
Boyles’ estimate of 13,000 such bins 
was too high. 

Ford expressed belief that the 
Coal Exchange’s program of issu- 
ing.emergency orders for smoke- 
less coal would provide for the 
situation, and said the number of 
applications, now being received, 
was much smaller than advance 
estimates. 

Issuance of the emergency oOr- 
ders went on today at the Ex- 
change’s office, 1205 Fullerton 
Building, Seventh and Pine streets. 

Milton B. Redd, Exchange sec- 
retary, and an assistant, . ques- 
tioned all applicants, and those 
who called the office by telephone 
were told they must appear in 
person, Orders issued were for 
homes only, a beauty parlor appli- 
cation being denied. 

“Are you entirely out of fuel?” 
was the question in each case,

ASIDE FOR HOUSEHOLDERS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP). 


O improve the coal outlook 
T for householders, more than 

1800 coal mines in eight 
states have been ordered to de- 
liver one entire day’s output to 
retailers who receive their ship- 
ments by rail. 

This announcement was made 
today by Secretary Ickes who 
is solid fuels administrator. He 
said it would mean between 
300,000 and 400,000 tons of bi- 
tuminous coal would go to these 
retailers and though it “will 
not provide enough coal for all 
household demands,” it will “re- 
lieve pressure in many of the 
critical areas which have been 
without coal since the weather 
tourned cold.” 


The bituminous mines who 
received the order are in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Northern Tennes- 
see, Virginia, Indiana and Illi- 
nois. Those states jroduce more 
than 80 per cent of the nation’s 
coal.

Before Nancy was fully recov- 
ered, she was found to be preg- 
nant, Adderley said, and Oakes 
becamé so angry. that he changed 
his will to put his fortune into a 
trust fund. Lady Oakes has testi- 
fied that it was necessary to ter- 
minate the pregnancy because of 
Nancy's health. 

Adderley said De Marigny had 
become incensed over a present 
of $10,000 from Lady Oakes, and 
called it a “poor relation’s gift.” 
“But the money never was re- 
turned,” Adderley said.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 18.— 
Murder is old and Nassau is old. 

Tired horses now draw creaking 
wagons down Nassau’s winding 
streets, where once _ grim-faced 
pirates swaggered. Wealthy tour- 
ists sun themselves on _ coral 
beaches where wreckers long ago 
lured sailing ships to their doom 
on the reefs. 

But when the mysterious killer 
of Sir Harry Oakes crept through 
the storm-swept night, the ghosts 
of that bygone era must have 
walked beside him. They knew 
the meaning of hate, passions and 
the curse of gold. 

And today, as Alfred de Marigny 
faced the highest civilized form of 
justice with its impressive ceremo- 
ny and rigid regulations, long dead 
voices may have been whispering 
the age-old sea law—an eye for 
an eye, a tooth for a tooth, a life 
for a life. 

But modern Nassau isn’t con- 
cerned with the past. Its entire | 
social and ‘business life is revolv- 
ing around this trial.

Block Workers on Job 
— Copper and Brass 
Wanted Besides Iron.

Donations of such critical met- 
als as copper, bronze, brass and 
lead are being sought, in addition 
to iron and steel, in the St. Louis 
Victory Scrap Bank drive, 
launched today by 9000 adults in 
the Civilian Defense War Block 
Service and 100,000 school children. 
A similar drive was launched in 
St. Louis County. 

“The bigger we make our Vic- 
| tory scrap banks in St. Louis, the 
better for our war furnaces, for 
the war program and for the 
war's speedy end,” Clark Johnston, 
| chairman of the OCD Scrap Met>-'« 
wilt have ” stated. “Much work 
will have to be done pdDeivre ue 
drive ends, Oct. 30, but we feel 
|that the general public fully real- 
izes the importance of the task 
| confronting the nation in this ef- 
‘fort to collect 15,000,000 tons of 
scrap, and we are confident that 
‘St. Louis will rally behind the 
‘War Production Board's appeal, 
just as it did a year ago. 

“We particularly appeal to all 
merchants in the city. It is the 
merchant we are looking to now 
to contribute a large part of this 
year’s scrap pile. This is quite 
natural, because it’s the mer- 
chant’s store and shop in which 
we find more machinery and 
equipment that has been scrapped 
than in other places. 

“But every home must contrib- 
ute, too. Every single ounce of 
metal scrap is worth its weight in 
‘gold right now. The present scrap 
inventory stands at less than a 
two-month supply, because steel 
mills were forced during the sum- 
mer to draw more heavily on their 
scrap reserves than had been an- 
ticipated.” 

John J. O'Fallon, chief of the 
Civilian Defense War Block Serv- 
ice, said that the 9000 workers in 
the service had been instructed to 
obtain all the metals available. 

“There is a lot of copper pipe 
and many brass fittings lying idle 
in cellars and storerooms of St. 
Louis homes,” O’Fallon remarked. 
“Any pieces of copper, brass, 
bronze or lead can be put to a 
patriotic use in our war program 
and our organization is appealing 
to the public to turn in such 
metals, in addition to all the scrap 
‘iron and steel available. 

“Donations of automobiles will 
be welcomed. We shall take a re- 
port of any automobile donated 
and notify an automobile junk 
dealer, who will haul the vehicle 
to his yard. We expect $10 for 
each car turned in.” 

Mayor Matt C. Fogerty of Uni- 
versity City has charge of the 
scrap drive in St. Louis County. 
He said that about 3500 adults 
‘and 40,000 students are participat- 


ing. 
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OU PUT. OF MINERS 
IN ALABAMA DEAF 
T0 PLEA BY LEWIS 


Only 17 Pits Are Re- 
opened but UMW Of.- 
ficial Says ‘Picture on 
Whole Is Hopeful.’ 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. Oct. 18 
(AP).—Seventeen of Alabama’s 81 
union mines were reopened today 
but a survey of the coal fields in- 


dicated at least 80 per cent of the 
22,000 idle miners had* failed to 
heed the return-to-work plea from 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers. 

The list of operating mines in- 
cluded the big Dolomite shaft of 
the Woodward Iron Co., with 550 
men, and the Bradford slope of 
Alabama By-Products Corporation 
with 500. Other captive workings 
were idle. They supply coal for 
iron and steel mills here. 

Despite slowness of the back-to- 
work movement, one coal operator 
suggested that “this is the usual 
picture after a strike, and on the 
whole the picture is hopeful.” 


All Alabama union mines had 
been idle over the week end. The 
miners walked out beginning last 
Wednesday when Secretary of In- 
terior Ickes returned the mines 
to their owners, saying they had 
no contract with the operators as 
their work agreement had been 
made with the Government. The 
walkout was not authorized by the 
UMW. 

The mines operating normally 
employ approximately 4500 men, 
but on the basis of crews reporting 
today only 3200 were in the mines. 
Three large nonunion mines have 
remained in operation. 

John J. Hanratty, international 
representative of UMW, predicted 
a “growing march back to the 
mines.” He said he did not know 
of any local union in session yes- 
terday which voted against return- 
ing to work. 

In a radio appeal to the miners, 
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Hanratty reminded them of a tele- 
graphed return-to-work plea of' 
their national president, and -said 
that plea was backed by William 
Mitch, UMW district president, 
and other local union leaders. 

“If any man tells you this ad- 
vice (to terminate the walkout) 
is given with crossed fingers, he’s 
either a fool or a liar,” said Han- 
ratty. “There is at the present mo- 
ment every hope that within the 
next few days a just solution to 
the -miners’ grievances will be 
found.” . 


WLB Sets Hearing on Proposed 
Illinois Miner Contract. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board, at the re- 
quest of Eastern soft coal op- 
erators, decided today to hold a 
public hearing on the proposed 
contract between the Illinois op- 
erators and the United Mine Work- 
ers before proceeding to a de- 
cision. The hearing was set for 
Thursday. 

The proposed agreement, which 
would increase miners’ earnings 
about $1.75 a day while also in- 
creasing their working time, might 
become the basic agreement for 
the industry if approved by the 
board. Many of the Eastern op- 
erators say that such a contract 
would be impractical in the Ap- 
palachian region. 


Woman’s Body Found in River. 


The body of Mrs, Jennie Fulker- 
son, 305 Smith avenue, East Alton, 
was found yesterday in shallow 
waters of Wood River, East Alton, 
by two small boys. Death appar- 
ently was caused by drowning. 
Relatives told police that Mrs. 
Fulkerson, 51 years old, had been 
suffering from a nervous condition 
for more than a year. Her ‘hus- 
band, Frank Fulkerson, is an em- 
ploye of the Western Cartridge Co. 


MOST POWERFUL 
MOTOR ABLE TO 
LIFT DESTROYER 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Oct. 18 
(AP).—The world’s most powerful 
motor, said by the General Electric 
Co. to be capable of hoisting a de- 
stroyer out of the water to the 
height of a 15-story building in a 
minute, is complete. 

The million-pound motor is en 
route to the Defense Plant Cor- 
poration’s steel mill at New Ge- 
neva, Utah, to be used to cut 
20,000-pound steel slabs 200 feet 


long, the company announced yes- 
terday. 

Company engineers said the mo- 
tor was 44 feet long, 16 feet in 
diameter and stood 13 feet above 
the floor. It will turn more power, 
either alternating or direct cur- 
rent, than any other motor when 
its 7000 horsepower is applied at 
the speed of 25 revolutions a min- 
ute, they added. 

They attribute to the motor a 
lift-power of 1350 tons, the weight 
of a four-stack destroyer, at the 
rate of 200 feet a minute. 

Two 3500-horsepower rotors built 
on hollow cylindrical bodies, cou- 
pled at the center and provided 
with flanged at the ends, replace 
the usual continuous shaft. Shafts 
bolted to the flanges support the 
rotor in its bearings and transmit 
the power, saving erection time 
and steel 

The motor is driven by a 7000 
kilowatt, six-unit flywheel genera- 


tor set. Nine freight cars were 
required for its equipment. 


RUSSIANS. POURING 
THROUGH NEW GAP 
IN DNIEPER LINE

the advance, is at the junction of 
the Sozh and Dnieper rivers just 
east of the Pripet marshes. 


Other Russian units already were 
battling in the suburbs of Gomel, 
and’ the new strike to the south- 
west apparently was aimed at cut- 
ting Gomel’s precarious rail link 
with Poland in the west. 


The Russians now hold four 
main bridgeheads west of the 
Dnieper: Two below Kiev in the 
Pereyaslav and Kremenchug sec- 
tors and two above Kiev, one im- 
mediately north of the city and the 
other 100 miles to the north in the 
Loev sector. Of the four key sec- 
tors, howeyer, the blow inside the 
Dnieper loop was the most impor- 
tant strategically. 


In the battle around Kiev, the 
Russians reported the capture of 


strategic heights as numerous Ger- 
man tank and infantry counterat- 
tacks were repulsed. 

Blow at Melitopol From North. 
*The struggle inside Melitopol 
loomed as one of the war’s most 
bloody engagements. Adolf Hitler 
has been reported as ordering the 
Nazis to hold the city “under pen- 
alty of death.” 
The Soviet command said a re- 
lief army, smashing down from the 
north, was taking one enemy: “po- 
sition after another,” while inside 
the city German troops, “counter- 
attacking constantly,” had _ lost 
1000 more men. The Russians re- 
ported that Gen, Rodion Y. Ma- 
linovsky’s troops which took Za- 
porozhe, 65 miles north of Melito- 


pol, had captured a number of lo- 


calities in its drive southward. 
Malinovsky’s troops are believed to 
be within 45 miles of the city.

“The explanation for this boil- 
ing battle,” he wrote, “is probably 
the fact that the Germans were 
not prepared for the forward 
movement after their Volturno 
line was broken. It is one of the 
few instances where they have 
shown signs of disorganized re- 
treat. They were very disorgan- 
ized today.” : 

An officer back from a visit to 
the Fifth Army front emphasized 
that the Allied command is em- 
ploying tactics designed to squeeze 
out enemy positions by flanking 
movements and as a result is hold- 
ing casualties to a minimum. 

“Tf it takes a day longer to take 
an enemy position but saves 500 
lives, we can afford to lose time 
that way,” he explained, 

He added that such-«tactics had 
brought about a marked change in 
the attitude of American and Brit- 
ish troops engaged in Italy when 
contrasted with that resulting 
from the frightful casualties of the 
Somme and other battlefields when 
troops marched to battle “as 
though with death warrants in 
their pockets.”

To Right a Rotten World 


What is of shining importance is not that 
a man named Sumner Welles spoke before the 
Foreign Policy Association and called for imme- 
diate expression of war objectives and peace pol- 
icles, and immediate joint action by America, 
Russia, Britain and China toward the collective 
security of world organization. The modern “com- 
munity of nations” idea has matured in the minds 
of thoughtful men since the Grand Design of 
Henry IV was patterned by the Duc de Sully 
in the seventeenth century. 

The importance is that this concept of a world 
state, and of the desperate need for planning it 
before our leaders sit down to what Senator Nor- 
ris called the “sacred peace table,” has been 
urged by an American ideally prepared in experi- 
ence, training and intellect to study a “rotten 
world” in proper focus and recommend the 
therapy for its ills. — 

Sumner Welles, private citizen, familiar with 
every shifting shade of diplomacy, schooled in 
statecraft, can never be classed contemptuously 
by reactionaries as a misty-eyed idealist. He is 
as much a realist as the wily Orlando, cynical 
old “Tiger” Clemenceau, the canny Lloyd George, 
or any of the other ambitious or fearful or con- 
niving men who co-operated with obstructionists 
in Washington to lose the last war after it was 
won. It is as a realist, but with faith in democ- 
racy as a safety measure as well as an ideal, that 
he makes his proposals and anchors them with 
practical machinery for wartime and postwar 
functioning. 

These are the pushing realties about which 
Welles constructs a framework of international 
co-operation for the present and harmony for 
the future: Man’s native tendency toward con- 
flict, which must be policed; the forces of nation- 
alistic rapacity for power that can be neutralized 
only by supra-nationalism; the moral and civil 
rights that must be granted racial and colonial 
minorities if they are to live at peace with the 
rest of the world; the economic inequalities of 
nations which must be adjusted by free trade and 
free access to markets and raw materials; the 
“eternal and perpetual interests” of the United 
States—a world free from strife and from the 
oppression of inalienable human liberties. 
“Two great moral principles” are his answer to 
the need for yardsticks by which eligibility to 
world statehood would be judged. The first is con- 
stitutional guarantees of freedom of worship, 
speech and information. The second is the con- 
firmation of human liberty in fact, and by the 
granting of autonomous government to imperial- 
ized nationals, instead of in theory. 

Henry Wallace outlined similar stipulations in 
his plan for an international council and home 
rule, “liberty and unity,” more than a year ago, 
citing these principles as for more than 150 years 
“the foundation stones of our American democ- 
racy.” Welles considers them more than princi- 
ples—instruments, “Can the peaceful, the stable, 
and the free world for which we hope be created 
if it is envisioned from the outset as half slave 
and half free; if hundreds of millions of human 
beings are told that they are destined to remain 
indefinitely under alien subjection?” 

As an earnest of his faith in democratic forces 
—with anarchy or “rank imperialism” as alterna- 
tives to their recognition in the new world order 
—Welles virtually asked the President “for that 
inspired leadership of which he is so supremely 
capable.” The people, he said in effect, can surely 
be trusted to appreciate what is practical as well 
as noble in such objectives, once stated. They 
are asking questions, he reminded. They want 
aims to replace a sense of aimlessness. 

Stassen and Willkie, Gen. Smuts and Benes, 
Beveridge and Streit and Lionel Curtis and even 
Ely Culbertson have spoken for the millions whose 
common dream is of world order attained through 
international council of self-ruled nations. Welles 
further paves the road to that goal, calling for 
imagination in planning the new world, for 
toughness in tearing down the structure of the 
old one. If we listen to men like Welles we will 
fight the war and the peace in the spirit of the 
Athenians at Marathon. If we are heedless of 
them, the world’s future may again be in the 
hands of weary, selfish and impatient men in a 
Hall of Mirrors, looked down upon by relics of 
a past they have not the courage to repudiate.

Representative Robertson of Virginia has de- 
cided to propose a 10 per cent national retail 
sales tax to be linked with repeal of the 5 per 
cent Victory tax.

The Senate Foreign Relations Subcommittee 
has proposed a resolution on which it is believed 
all the world-minded members of Congress can 
find a common meeting-ground. The resolution 
simply says what, and does not complicate the 
meeting of minds by going on ‘to say how. It 
operates, as does the Fulbright eesolution in the 
House, on the principle that learning to crawl 
is progress toward learning to walk. 

The proposed amendment of the 11 Senators, 
which would come out flatly for military power 
as a means of maintaining the peace, would add 


to the what so much of the how that the resolu- 
tion would be measurably imperiled and might’ 
conceivably be defeated. The Foreign Relations 
Committee appears ready to reject the amend- 
ment, and it would be a contribution to the 
eventual goal if the sponsors would see that their 
proposal narrows rather than broadens the terms 
of the resolution, and would. withdraw it. The 
broader the thinking and the less the disputation 
over details, the likelier Congress is to end up 
with a declaration of responsible world policy. 
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Badoglio’ s Red Herring 


Now the Allies know, straight from the lips of 
Premier-Marshal Badoglio, exactly where their 
new co-belligerent stands. Badoglio and Victor's 


‘Italy stands opposed to Communism, and it de- 


mands help from the Allies*to keep Communism 
down. Badoglio says so in his first interview 
since receiving the public benediction of Churchill, 
Roosevelt and Stalin. He might have said some- 
thing about the Allies’ war aims, since he is now 
formally associated with their cause; he might 
have given thanks for the Big Three’s indorse- 
ment, but he preferred to talk about the dangers 
of Communism. 

Where has this song been heard before? It has 
been heard when Hitler was struggling for pow- 
er in Germany. It was heard when Franco took 
over Spain. It was heard in Italy, too, when 
Mussolini became dictator for the avowed pur- 


pose of ending the Red menace, which had ac- | 


tually ceased to exist some time before. History 
appears to be on a merry-go-round in Italy, with 
the new leader resuming where the expelled one 
left off. 

Of course, the rise of Communism in the post- 
war era is possiblé in Italy and elsewhere. The 
best preventive of Communism, however, is de- 
mocracy—large doses of it, with the accompany- 
ing benefits of its Four Freedoms, Badoglio says 
nothing about democracy, however, The weapons 
he recommends for fighting Communism are prop- 
aganda and food. These may be helpful, but in 
the showdown, freedom and security are much 
better. Badoglio forgets to mention these, 

Badoglio’s first political statement is as dis- 
appointing as the military record of his armed 
forces to date. His sad performance lends a 
good deal of point to the contention of Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer, in hig article a few days ago, that 
if the Allies “really want to kindle the Itallans 
into a fury of resistance against the Germans,” 
we shall have to support some more popular 
Italian leader, such as Count Sforza, or Benedetto 
Croce, the anti-Fascist philosopher, or Col. Ran- 
dolfo Pacciardi, leader of the Garibaldi Battalion 
in Spain.

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A Big Plan for a Big River 


The Mississippi Valley Association, meeting in 
St. Louis today and tomorrow, will have a fine 
opportunity to take a really big view of Missouri- 
Mississippi River development. The nearest ap- 
proach so far to a comprehensive plan has been 
drawn up by the Missouri River division office of 
the United States Engineers at Omaha and is to be 
presented to the M. V. A., at least in beeed out- 
line. 


All advance indications are that the plan gives | 


attention not merely’ to isolated elements of a 
development program but to many of them in 
proper combination—to flood control, navigation, 
irrigation and electric power production. One 
of the principal omissions is water control on the 
land by means of forestation and soil-conserving 
farm practices. But the new plan goes so much 
farther than anything that has preceded it that 
it represents an admirable advance in an over-all 
design for the greatest public use of the vast 
public resource of the Missouri-Mississippi River. 

The waters of the Missouri-Mississippi are ur- 
gently needed for all the uses to which they can 
be put. It will be, literally, a crime against na- 
ture if in making or carrying out plans we pass 
by any of the potential public benefits by adopting 
piecemeal methods. The Missouri-Mississippi is 
the longest river in the world and it traverses 
the world’s finest river valley. It deserves no 
less than the best, most all-inclusive development 
that can be devised.

4 to 1—Statistical Tune-Up 


When the odds are 4 to 1 it’s a downright 
comfortable feeling to be on the long end. And 
that’s just where our Army air forces are, 
says the Office of War Information in a sparkling 
announcement that, in the 21 months following 
Pearl Harbor, they have shot down 7312 enemy 
planes while losing only 1867, 

Even more heartening are the OWI statistics 
that, in the six months ended Sept. 1, the score 
was 5389 enemy losses to 1231 of our own. Thus, - 
in the 15 months before last March 1, our forces 
accounted for 1923 planes and lost only 628. A 
comparison shows that the odds are lengthening 
and gives a good indication of the geometric 
growth of our air power. 

Of outstanding interest is the record made by 
Maj. Gen. Chennault’s flyers against the Japanese 
in China. In the 13-month period ended Aug. 4, 
the Fourteenth Air Force bagged 442 Japanese 
planes at a cost of but 51 American planes—a 
ratio of almost 9 to 1. That such a fine rec- 
ord is no mere flash in the pan is shown by 
the trend in the Southwest Pacific air fighting. 
Allied Headquarters tells today that a desperate 
Japanese effort to grab the offensive has resulted 
in loss of 104 planes, with only two Allied planes 
destroyed. 

Air power alone may not win a war, but it 
should by this time be as plain as an air beacon 
across a landing field that this war can’t be won 
without air superiority. Those OWI figures will 
drop the ceiling on morale in Berlin and Tokyo. 
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A chemist predicts American motorists after 
the war will use a lasting gas that will run them 
50 to 70 miles a gallon. On second thought, did 
he say lasting gas or Jaughing gas? 
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Knowledge Alone Is Not Enough 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Mere teaching of facts and techniques will not satisfy youths who 
return from war, educator says; colleges must train students in 
forming sound. judgments; to solve national problems and preserve 
world peace, spreading and use of scientific information are vital. 


From the Inaugural Address of Milton S. Eisenhower, President of 
Kansas State College, Manhattan, Kan. 


The rapid transition achieved by the 
people of this country in this war is one 
of the monumental events in history. The 
striking power of democracy is now felt on 
battlefields throughout the world, The last- 
ing power of democracy will bring us 
victory. 

But not merely a victory of our arms. 
That is not the end for which we fight. 
We must achieve equally the victory of our 
minds. War is a physical struggle between 
peoples of oppesing convictions and one 
side will prevail. 


Our convictions, I think, are relatively 
simple: . Above all else, we have faith in 
people—in their virtues and in their po- 
tentialities. We, therefore, hold that hu- 
man beings are more important than the 
institutions they create, We will not per- 
mit any institution or system of whatever 
political, economic or military complexion 
to become our master. We believe govern- 
ment must be of the people, by the people 
and for the people, if the sciences of peace 
are to contribute to human betterment. 


Compromise Peace Possible 


Indeed, the only reason we now wage 
war is that these beliefs, with all that they 
mean in terms of human dignity and free- 
dom, shall prevail over the concepts of our 
enemies. If we were willing to compromise 
these beliefs, no doubt we could end this 
war tomorrow. 


Two wars in one generation have con- 
vinced many people that knowledge, even 
though widely diffused, is not in itself 
enough to guarantee these goals. The 
fruits of science and technology cannot, in 
themselves, automatically instill into us the 
wisdom, the tolerance, the integrated rea- 
soning required for the management of in- 
dividual and organized affairs in a com- 
plex and rapidly changing civilization. 


The discovery of knowledge is one vital 
step. The widest possible dissemination of 
knowledge is a second vital step. A third 
vital step, in ‘this modern complexity we 
have been long building, is the fostering 
of judgment. Democracy will endure only 
if responsible citizens are able to arrive 
at sound judgments in a great multitude 
of fields. 


For a Broader Understanding 


The discovery of knowledge requires 
more and more specialization. Sound judg- 
ment in making decisions requires more 
and more integration. Judgment requires 
a careful fusing of facts from a great 
many disciplines. It requires a broader 
and broader understanding of manifold 
relationships. 

The concepts which we in this democ- 
racy hold cannot be maintained, in the 
face of economic complications multiplied 
by social complexities, unless human knowl- 
edge is matched by human wisdom. Edu- 
cational institutions have as great a re- 
sponsibility for fostering wisdom and toler- 
ance as they have for fostering research 
and the dissemination of knowledge. 


One of the heartening things about this 
war is that, in spite of all kinds of opinions 
and differences of opinion, we in the United 
States can unite in a mightv firhting or- 
ganization. 


We can, and I believe we will, do the 
same thing in our peaceful pursuits when 
this war is over. Surely we are as capable 
in peace as in war of defining our objec- 
tives, of determining the facts relevant to 
a solution of.the problems involved, of lay- 
ing our plans intelligently and of rigor- 
ously carrying them out. But the task 
will not be simple. 


Great Responsibilities to Come 


It will not be enough for a man to know 
how to build Grand Coulee Dam or the 
Golden Gate Bridge. It will not be enough 
for a man to know how to till the soil and 
protect it. It will not be enough for a 
man to know how to heal the sick. For 
every man with a useful place in society 
will have several great responsibilities. 


He will have the responsibility of using 
his specialized talent to make a living for 
himself and his family. As a citizen in a 
democracy, he will often have the respon- 
sibility of applying his specialized talent 
to the solution of community, state and 
national problems within his field of spe- 
cial competence. As a citizen in a democ- 
racy, he will have the responsibility of mak- 
ing manifold decisions on complex problems 
outside his own discipline—decisions which, 
if made in ways compatible with our demo- 
cratic methods, can spread the blessings of 
democracy, strengthen democracy and guar- 
antee its future. 


American educational institutions, along 
with our churches, free press and govern- 
mental agencies, have a profound duty to 
perform if we are to help guarantee that 
future. There can be no real freedom with- 
out sound education. There can be no true 
education without freedom. The two are 
inseparable. : 


What Veterans Will Expect 


Thousands of young men, returning from 
Vella Lavella and North Africa, and France, 
and Germany, and Japan—with new experi- 
ences, new attitudes and new determina- 
tions—will not accept merely what has 
been offered. Men and’ women who have 
fought with guns and struggled with their 
bare hands for freedom will expect of oyr 
educational institutions the kind of help 
that will enable them to cope with the new 
problems of their day. 


- Practical educators know that a hetero- 
geneous lot of studies, in or outside a field 
of specialization, will not wholly satisfy the 
returning young people. These war-experi- 
enced men and women will want also to 
understand many forces and values in their 
relation to one another, to the individual 
and to our free society. They will also 
want to know the relation of all these to 
the freedom they fought for. 


Our concern is that men shall conquer 
machines, that machines shall not conquer 
men. Our concern is that men and women 
trained in scientific methods shall also gain 
tolerance, and understanding, and wisdom. 
Our concern is with the education of mén 
and women determined to be free.

She was assistant director of entertain- 
ment in charge of light music at the New 
York World’s Fair, where she met Chris 
doing his stuff as a bronc buster in- a 
rodeo act. Right in the first few pages, 
Kay tells of her elopement with Chris, 
“who galloped right into my life, trampling 
down all my plans for the future.” That 
cowboy just roped the gal like a flash. 
The denouement might be expected when 
he put spurs to his horse and rode away 
with his bride, but that is just the begin- 
ning of a series of exciting episodes.

THE SENATORS 


AND THE BASES 


N 


OW that the traveling Senators have seen the great American 
overseas bases which have been constructed during the war, they 
would serve the country well if they made it their next business 


to understand what they have seen. A serious discussion of the future 
of these bases is long overdue, and it has been a serious fault of 
British and American diplomacy that this critical problem has been 


so long neglected. 


For the bases raise in their most 
concrete and practical form the 
real issues of our foreign policy. 
If these issues are not dealt with 
wisely and soon they will continue 
to be agitated foolishly anc igno- 
rantly. 


. . a 

The great fact about this war is 
that, so far as we are concerned, 
we have had to wage so much of 
the war from bases which are not 
in American territory. This is as 
true of the war in the Pacific as 
it is of the war against Germany. 
Yet for some strange reason there 
are not a few of our people who 
cannot seem to remember that 
when we were driven out of our 
own bases at Wake, Guam and in 
the Philippines we fell back upon 
the British Commonwealth and 
Empire and upon the French Em- 
pire. 

The bases, which the Senators 
saw and are concerned about, are 
situated in British and French ter- 
ritory across Africa, in India, in 
Australia and New Zealand and 
along the chain of islands which 
connect Hawaii with Australasia. 
When Gen. MacArthur retreated 
from Bataan he retreated into 
British territory in order to re- 
build his forces for the reconquest 
of the Philippines. 

If, after Pearl Harbor, Britain 
had not also been at war with 
Japan and had not brought British 
territory into the war, we should 
be fighting Japan from the obvi- 
ously inadequate bases in Hawaii 
and Alaska. Gen. Chennault and 
Gen. Stilwell and all of China 
would be ten thousand miles be- 
yond our reach if we could not 
get to them from British India, 


. + — 

Vital Link in the Chain. 

O when we talk about the fu- 

ture of bases in the Pacific, 
let us not for an instant forget 
that we would not be able to fight 
Japan from those bases if Britain 
were not our ally. Yet there are 
Senators who seem to think that 
after this war it will be possible 
for us to keep the bases without 
Yeontinuing the British alliance. 
This is total nonsense, and the 
sooner they realize it the better. 

Some of them seem to have fixed 
their eyes upon the island stepping 
stones from Hawaii to Australia. 
But the most elementary knowl- 
edge of military strategy ought to 
make them realize that these is- 
lands are valuable only as the 
stepping stones to Australia and 
New Zealand. Without these Brit- 
ish nations as our allies at the 
other end, the stepping stones 
would be as useless and as unsafe 
as a bridge built way out across 
a big river but never connected 
with the other shore, 
oa + * 

Now, no one, I suppose, is so 
idiotic as to think that we would 
desire, or that the Australians 
would cede to us, bases on the 
Australian continent. That being 
the case, the little stepping stone 
islands are in themselves of prac- 


tically no military value urless we 
have a firm military understand- 
ing with Australia. In other words, 
it is the alliance which makes the 
bases important. The bases with- 
out the alliance are a bridge hang- 
ing in midair, 

The same principle holds in re- 
gard to bases in the Atlantic. Ice- 
land, Greenland, Newfoundland, 
are vital to the defense of the 
North American continent. But 
what real military value would 
they have if we could not count 
absolutely upon the support of the 
British Isles in the defense of 
these outposts? Without the sub-« 
stance and reality of an alliance 
with the sea and air power of 
Great Britain, Iceland is a military 
liability. With Britain, it is a vital 
link in the chain of our common 
security. 

In the South Atlantic we now 
understand the importance to the 
whole western hemisphere of bases 
on the bulge of Brazil, in the 
Portuguese islands and in the 
French and British West African 
empires. But since no one is luna- 
tic enough to think that Brazil, 
Portugal, France and Britain are 
going to be asked to cede these 
territories to the United States, it 
follows that the use of these bases 
must be based on a system of 
security alliances. 


Needed Alliances, 


T HE Senators are quite right to 
be interested in the future of 
these bases, They are crucial to 
the defense and security of the 
whole western hemisphere. But 
they must see that the airfields 
and naval installations can be de- 
fended and maintained only with 
the wholehearted co-operation of 
the countries in which they are 
situated. What military value is 
there in an airfield in Africa un- 
less Africa can be counted upon in 
case the airfield is threatened? 

Without the equivalent of an 
alliance with the country, a base 
in that country is meaningless. 


* * * 

Now, once the Senators have 
faced that fact, they are bound to 
see that there is no point in agi- 
tating themselves about any par- 
ticular base. If we continue our 
alliances, we can obtain, by re- 
ciprocal agreement, of course, not 
only the use of all the bases that 
could conceivably interest us, but 
also the support of powerful coun- 
tries if ever we have to use these 
bases in a war, 

It follows that to negotiate about 
the future of the bases is to nego- 
tiate about the bone and sinew of 
the alliances which are necessary 
to the security of the American 
republic. Without the necessary 
alllances, we might gouge out some 
real es....., but we could in no pos- 
sible way obtain the certain use 
of the indispensable strategic 
bases, With the necessary alliances 
we shall have the bases in the way 
which gives them their maximum 
military value.

BECOME VALID NOV. 


Contain Green Stamps for 
Food—Book No. 3 Must 
Be Turned In. 


Food stamps in War Ration 
Book 4, to be issued this week in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County 
schools, will become valid Nov. 1, 
William H. Bryan, district director 
for the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, announced today. 

Repeating a warning that book 
4 will not be issued unless book 3 


is presented at the time of regis- 
tration, Bryan said the new book 
will contain green stamps A, B 
and C for the November ration of 
processed foods, and stamp No. 29, 
marked “sugar,” which will be 
good for five pounds of sugar from 
Nov. 1 through Jan. 15, 1944. 
Applications for the new books 
will be taken in elementary schools 
in the city Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, and in elementary and 
some high schools in St. Louis 
County communities Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday. In the coun- 
ty each school district will desig- 
nate the school, or schools in 
which registration will be held.. 


No Plan to Set Expiration Date 
on No, 18 Shoe Stamp. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
declares it has no intention or 
plan to fix any expiration date for 
shoe stamp No. 18, now valid. 

Furthermore, OPA promises that 
if it ever becomes necessary to or- 
der some final date for No. 18 or 
other shoe stamps, the public will 
be given “very adequate” notice in 
advance, 

‘ That’s the official response to 
rumors heard occasionally that 
some day OPA might spring an 
announcement to the effect that 
“as of midnight last night,” or 
something like that, this or that 
stamp wouldn’t be good any more. 

Maximum prices for 45-grain 
cider vinegar werd@ fixed at 18.25 
cents a gallon in barrels today in 
an OPA order; effective Oct. 22. 

Half-barrel prices were set at 
21.25 cents a gallon, and small lot 
ceilings were established at $3.70 a 
dozen gallons in gallon containers, 
$2.15 a dozen half-gallon contain- 
ers, '$1.075 a dozen quart contain- 
ers and 69 cents a dozen pint con- 
tainers. 

A maximum price regulation cov- 
ering processed apples will be is- 
sued soon, the OPA announced, 

Concentrates will be flat-priced, 
with processor prices for dried 
apples 36 cents a pound for Grade 
A, 35 cents for Grade B, 33 cents 
for Grade C and 25 cents for un- 
classified, 

Practically all of the dried ap- 
ple output will go to Government 
agencies. 

Apple “chops” — unpeeled apple 
segments containing less than 24 
per cent moisture—will be priced 
on the basis of moisture content. 
The ceiling will be 15 cents a 
pound for less than 20 per cent 
moisture and 14 cents a pound for 
between 20 and 24 per cent mois- 
ture. 

OPA said all sales to Govern- 
ment procurement agencies will 
be at 96 per cent of these estab- 
lished flat prices. 

A food item under civilian ra- 
tioning since April now is to be 
used in the manufacture of soap 
to head off soap rationing. 

Lard supplies have reached a 
point where Government officials 
consider it advisable to so divert 
considerable quantities, and about 
100 million pounds have been al- 
lotted to soap makers during the 
past few weeks by the War Food 
Administration.» Lard normally is 
used only to a very limited extent 
in soap-making or other industrial 
products. 

Plans are being prepared to 
make additional quantities, possibly 
as much as 400 million pounds, 
available for soap during the next 
12 months, Such allocations would 
depend on the availability of sup- 
plies to meet present civilian ra-

I barely had 
time to radio that we had been 
hit, when she started to sink and 
I had to leave in a hurry.” 

After swimming for several min- 
utes, Lt. Mills came upon the life 
raft and climbed aboard. Ten of 
his crewmates already sat huddled 
for warmth in the bottom of the 
small raft. For 11 days they lived 
on malted milk tablets and candy 
bars. Drinking water, he said, was 
rationed to only a few drops each 
day. 

Soon after the French ship land- 
ed them in Africa, Lt. Mills and 
his crew men returned to the 
United States and he was able to 
intercept a letter to his parents 
that was to inform them he was 
missing in action. He brought the 
letter home with him. 

Before obtaining hig leave, how- 
ever, he saw action in North Afri- 
ca and in the Sicilian invasion. Lt. 
Mills entered the Royal Canadian 
Air Force 14 weeks before the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. He received 
an honorable medical discharge for 
injuries suffered in a pursuit plane 
crash and returned to this coun- 
try to enlist in the Merchant Ma- 
rine in July, 1942.

INVASION’ OF STATE 
RIGHTS DENOUNCED 


Illinois Secretary of State in 
Speech Read at Session 
Cites Soldier . Vote. 


Invasion by the Federal govern- 
ment of fields formerly under reg- 
ulation of the States, particularly 
in the matter of right of members 
of the armed service to vote, was 
denounced today by Edward J. 
Hughes, secretary of State of Illi- 
nois, at the opening session of & 
three-day conference of the Na- 
tional Association of Secretaries of 
State at the Coronado Hotel. 

Hughes, president of the organ- 
ization, was too ill to attend, and 
the speech was read for him by 
Thad Eure, Secretry of State of 
North Carolina, . who presided, 
Thirty-seven secretaries of state 
or their representatiyes were in at- 
tendance. 

Referring to the Federal war 
ballot act, which allows use of 
V-Mail ballots, Hughes declared 
the Federal government should 
not have “meddied in this State 
prerogative.” He strongly advo- 
cated State laws permitting every 
person of 18 years of age or older 
in the armed services to cast a 
ballot. 

Hughes also attacked Federal 
“invasions” of regulaion of corpo- 
rations and of securities transac- 
tions and control over motor ve- 
hicles. “Although the legal doc- 
trine of States’ rights may -be 
dead, we must not depart from 
its fundamental principles,” he as- 
serted. : ' 

A round-table discussion of sol- 
dier-sailor voting problems was 
scheduled for late today, with three 
Secretaries of State and represen- 
tatives of the War, Navy and Jus- 
tive Departments participating. At 
a dinner tonight, Senator Scott W. 
Lucas of Illinois, co-sponsor of a 
bill to amend the war ballot act, 
now pending in Congress, will dis- 
cuss the bill. 

High point of the program is the 
annual state dinner tomorrow eve- 
ning, at which Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell will speak on The States and 
the War Effort and Sen.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
American dollars, flowing freely 
and steadily both at home and 
back and forth across the seas, 
can create and preserve world 
prosperity, says the Commerce De- 
partment. This conclusion is 
based on more than 20 years of 
research, summarized in a 216- 
page pamphlet issued today, “The 
United States in the World Econ- 
omy.” 

While pointing first to the ne- 
cessity of domestic prosperity to 
encourage a flow of dollars abroad 
through purchases and _  inveat- 
ments, the publication adds: 

“Of even greater importance 
than the general level of the flow 
of dollar payments is the need for 
continuity and regularity in our 
foreign economic policy and in the 
actual behavior of our interna- 
tional transactions.” 

Assuming a period of brisk two- 
way dollar flow in the immediate 
postwar era, the pamphlet reviews 
the events of the interwar years 
in support of a call for a sound 
international investment program 
together with a reduction in Amer- 
ican trade barriers. 

“It would be tragic, indeed,” it 
says, “if the United States (later) 
were to permit another abrupt 
drop in the supply of dollars... 
whether wilfully through increased 
trade restrictions, carelessly 
through the misbehavior of foreign 
investment, or involuntarily 
through the improper functioning 
of the domestic economy.” 

The booklet describes what it 
calls the “unfortunate results” of 
investment policies after the last 
war. Responsibility for develop- 
ment of more satisfactory recon- 
struction and development invest- 
ment programs, it says, “will 
doubtless be borne chiefly by the 
governments concerned, and much 
of the capital may have to be 
provided through official agencies. 

“Certainly the methods of for- 
eign-bond flotation employed in 
the twenties would be both un- 
acceptable to the individual in- 
vestor and undesirable in the in- 
terest of international stability.” 

Asserting that the most promis- 
ing outlet for private capital ap- 
pears to be in direct investments, 
the publication gives support to 
the idea of “appropriate financial 
and managerial participation by 
nationals of borrowing countries.”

This truism was responsible for 
the great swing toward Axis ideol- 
ogy back in 1938, 1939 and 1940, It 
was responsible in many ways for 
the civil war in Spain, earlier in 
the thirties. It was responsible for 
the growth of Fascism in South 
America. It was responsible for 
the swiftness with which France 
fell to the Germans—a France 


gg in the fateful summer of 
The smaller states are now 
swinging away from the Axis and 
aligning themselves with the Unit- 
ed Nations. Axis ideas are every- 
where declining in popularity— 
the influence of the United States, 
Britain and Russia is rising. 

All this has very important 
bearing upon the postwar world. 

In the peace conference of 1919, 
the League of Nations plan envis- 
ioned equality between all states, 
large and small. All were powers, 
by courtesy. All were, through 
joint action, to enjoy the strength 
and rights of powers. 

Few proposals of this nature 
are current today. On the con- 
trary, we hear wide discussion 
of the idea that policing of the 
world will for some time devolve 
upon the powers of the United Na- 
tions. 

In Moscow the representatives 
of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Russia are meeting for 
the first time in formal Three- 
Power discussion of our mutual 
problem. It is to be prayed that 
these meetings are only the first 
of many. In the world of power 
politics, it will be wise for the 
\three of us to stick together,

WAR PLANT STILL 
PARTLY IDLE AFTER 
SUNDAY WALKOUT 


Foundry at Granite City 
Mill Unable to Operate 
as: Result of ‘Incentive 
Pay’ Tieup. 


The foundry of the Common- 
wealth Division of the General 
Steel Castings Corporation, Gran- 
ite City, which has important 
Army and Navy contracts, was 
idle today as a result of a shut- 
down of: the entire plent yester- 
day when 1000 Sunday employes 
failed to report for work in pro- 
test against not receiving incen- 
tive pay for Sunday work. 

A plant spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch that nearly all of 
the 4500 workers regularly em- 
ployed on week days reported for 
work this morning, but that be- 
cause of yesterday's action the fur- 
naces had cooled, making foundry 
operations today impossible. As 
a result, he said, 500 workers em- 
ployed in the foundry were sent 
home. 

The spokesman said the only 
employes who refused to work to- 
day were about 300 employes in 
the machine shop, who left their 
jobs a short time after reporting. 
They did so, he said, “apparently 
because we let the foundrymen go 
home.” 

Yesterzay’s work stoppage, 
which was not regarded as a 
strike, Was caused by “conflicting 
reports” from Government agen- 
cles and was not directed at the 
company, the spokesman said. He 
said that following President 
Roosevelt’s executive order prohib- 
iting extra pay on Sundays, the 
plant and the employes devised an 
incentive pay plan for those work- 
ing on that day. The plan was

SO, IN ANSWER, let me say that these words boil down 
quite simply to making enough thoughtful effort to put your- 
self in each other person's place. First of all in that of your 
new husband: If you try to imagine that you are his second 
wife, and imagine further what you would not like his attitude 
toward his first one to be, this is what you should avoid. Cer- 
tainly, you could not be made happy by continual references to 
his first wife. Therefore, remember, please, to leave your for- 
mer husband out of your conversation. DON’T talk on and on— 
either for or against—what he did and felt and thought, until 
you have built him into a third person living in your house. 
Keep Tom who was and Dick who is completely separated in 
your own mind, and don’t ever get them mixed. Do the same 
exactly with their families and keep them separated. 


WASHINGTON, Sunday, Oct. 17. 


RIDAY night I attended the dedication of the recreation 

building at the Arlington Farms housing project for Gov- 

ernment workers. I had been out there to see the begin- 
ning of the project when only a few dormitories were open. 
Now it is like a small city, with thousands of girls living there 
who are working in the War or Navy. départments. There are 
shops and community facilities of all kinds. The recreation 
building has a combination gymnasium and auditorium, with 
many other things which will make life pleasant for these 
young people. , | 

The overcrowding which has come to many cities besides 
Washington has created new problems for men and women 
alike, but those who are in those Government projects have, I 
think, as satisfactory quarters as could be asked for in wartime. 

Saturday I went to see the mother of one of the Red Cross 
workers whom I had seen in the Southwest Pacific area. Many 
older people at home are making a great sacrifice for the war 
effort in letting their young people go off to be of service at 
a time when they expected to find them largely devoted to 
home interests. . 
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THIS IS particularly the case where girls are concerned. 
Every family knows that in wartime the boys will be called, 
and there is greater acceptance of the role of men in war. 
But with girls it is a voluntary decision. Many older people, 
particularly widowed mothers and fathers, who have been left 
alone and depend upon their daughters for companionship, are 
making a great sacrifice, and I think they deserve our recog- 
nition and gratitude. 

A lady came to tea with me on Saturday afternoon who 


said that she never went anywhere without being mistaken 


for me. It is a curious feeling to see yourself in duplicate, but 
it happens to me very often, for many people tell me that they 
are frequently taken for me, so I am growing quite accustomed 
to this feeling of multiple twinship. 

In the evening, a group of friends were here for dinner, 
and we saw Ernest Hemingway's movie, “For Whom the Bell 
Tolls.” 

I think it is a very fine and thrilling production. It seems 
to me that a good deal of circumlocution is used to prevent the 
actual using of the word “Fascist.” Nevertheless, it emerges 
es an anti-Fascist, deeply stirring drama, and I think will 
Feach many people who may not have read the book.

Wool? Lek at the Label

ANY women today are puz- 
M zled by the feel and texture 

of a woolen garment, and 
find it difficult to judge the qual- 
ity of a fabric. Regardless of how 
much or how little they spend, 
they are eager to buy quality and 
anxious for accurate information 
regarding the fabric they select. 
If the fabric is wool, the informa- 
tion is immediately available on 
the iabel, which the law says, 
every garment of a fabric contain- 
ing wool must carry, stating ac- 
curately the exact content of the 
fabric. 

The Wool Labeling Act, which 
was passed about three years ago, 
made available: a new quality 
measure that endures today. Stat- 
ing exactly what fibers the fabric 
contains, the label tells you at a 
glance the fabric quality. 

x « * 

There are three kinds of wool, 
each having its own qualities and 
virtues for the use made of it. 
The first and top quality is 
marked “wool,” “100% wool” or 
“virgin wool.” The three terms 
all mean the same thing—a fabric 
that is entirely of new wool, with 
all the original qualities of resi- 
liency, moisture absorbence, and 
resistance to wrinkling inherent 
in this natural animal fiber. 

A second kind of wool is known 
as reprocessed wool—the tag states 
specifically the percentage of this 
type of wool used in the fabric. 
Reprocessed wool is composed of 
bits and ends of new wool fab- 
ric which has never been worn, 
usually left-overs when garments 
are cut. These pieces are pro- 
cessed so that the fibers can again 
be woven into cloth. The long 
wool fibers have been broken, but 
otherwise all the insulating and 
warmth-giving qualities remain. 


A third kind of wool is known 
as reused wool, and is so identified 
on the tag. You can expect the 
least wear from this wool, for it 
means that worn woolen garments 
which have been sold to the rag- 
man have been reduced to fibers 
before being made again into 
fabric. Naturally, it has lost its 
strength and will not hold together 
in spinning the yarn or weaving 
the fabric unless combined with 
new or virgin wool fibers, 

xk *« * 

These facts have been authen- 
ticated by the American Wool 
Council which also states that it 
is important to remember that it 
is an accepted scientific fact that 
there must be more than 25 per 
cent wool content to secure 
warmth—less than this amount 
simply wastes the wool. Beyond 
this amount, warmth and protec- 
tion increase in proportion to the 
amount of wool used. 

Don’t spurn the garment whose 
tag carries percentages of reused, 
or reprocessed wool, or a mixture 
of rayon or other fiber. Consider 
first the use to which you are 
going to put the garment. If it 
is a coat or suit that you intend 
to make the backlog of your 
wardrobe, insist on a garment 
made of 100 per cent new wool or 
100 per cent wool or 100 per cent 
virgin wool. It is your assurance 
of long, hard wear, 

If it is an extra jacket to be 
worn occasionally, or a heavy 
wind-resistant storm coat, or a 
warm skirt for walking, it is pos- 
sible the reprocessed wool or even 
reused wool will answer. 

The important thing is to know 
what wear the garment must give, 
and then to look for the tag which 
will give you the information re- 
garding the fabric that you seek.

Led Enemy 


Into Error

HE credit due a declarer for 
T playing a hand beautifully is 
in no way reduced by the 
fact that his opponents could have 
offered stiffer defense.

not only easy but persuasive for 
him to make a mistake.

The bidding: 

West North East South 
1 heart 2 diamonds Pass 4 spades 

Pass Pass Pass 

West opened the heart ace and, 
on sight of dummy, quickly shifted 
to the six of clubs, So far, this was 
shrewd defense, because now de- 
clarer could not establish the dia- 
mond suit and later reach it for 
discards. West, upon winning the 
first diamond lead with the ace, 
would return another club, and 
there would go dummy’s vital en- 
try. 
South considered putting in the 
club jack on West's lead, but he 
Was morally certain that West 
would not have led a club if he 
had held the queen. Hence, de- 
clarer ducked in dummy and won 
with the king. 

At this point, most players would 
irrevocably ruin their chances by 
drawing trumps, but this particu- 
lar South made no such error. 
Upon winning the second trick 
with the club king, he led the low 
diamond toward dummy. West in- 
judiciously put up the ace and, 
hewing to his plan, returned a 
club. Declarer, again declining 
the finesse, won with the ace, then 
entered his hand with a trump 
and cashed the ace, king, and 
queen (West had played the ten- 
spot to prevent any miraculous 
finesse). Two diamonds were dis- 
carded from dummy on _ these 
plays, and another diamond when 
declarer next threw East on lead 
with his high trump. Obviously 
enough at this point East could 
have laid down the club queen for 
the setting trick—but he didn’t 
know that he could! From his 
point of view it appeared that 
West, not South, might have the 
remaining club and that if East 
returned the club queen, declarer 
would ruff, 

I am not saying that this was 
sound analysis on East's part; I 
am merely reporting the facts. 
East decided to return a heart. 
Declarer won with the queen and 
cashed his remaining trumps, dis- 
carding clubs from dummy. On 
the last trump, East was “fixed.” 
Actually, he let go the club queen 
and thereupon declarer could cash 
the club four. It would have been 
equally satisfactory if East had 
kept the club and reduced to one 
diamond, because then declarer 
would have collected two diamond 
tricks from dummy.

land when he sailed around bois- 
terous Cape Horn on the home- 
ward stretch from Valparaiso to 
the mouth of the River Plate. 

It took exactly three months for 
the voyage from Cape Town to 
New Zealand and the weather was 
pleasant most of the way, as Oc- 
tober and November are spring 
months in these latitudes and De- 
cember the first month of sum- 
mer. On Christmas Day, Dumas 
sailed the “Lehg II” through Cook 
Strait and made fast to a btoy 
in Wellington Harbor. There had 
been strong winds near the polar 
regions and again the _ vessel 
needed new sails. Dumas needed 
new clothes and, apparently, 
human companionship. He stayed 
in Wellington until January 31, 
1943. 

When the “Lehg II” cleared 
from Wellington on the last day 
of January, Dumas was safely out- 
side the war zone, so he set a 
straight course for Valparaiso, 
west by northwest, and 5400 miles 
across the Pacific. It took two 
months and twelve days to reach 
the Chilean coast and when Du- 
mas finally put into Valparaiso 
Bay on April 12 he was exhausted, 
broke, and showed the emotional 
strain of his long adventure alone 
at sea.

American the newspapers of all 
the world would have been full of 
the details of his exploit. 

The 2700-mile lap from Valpa- 
raiso on the Pacific to Mar del 
Plata on the Atlantic probably was 
the most hazardous part of the 
whole voyage, because it took the 
little 30-foot vessel down around 
stormy Cape Horn. Dumas and 
his friends say no yachtsman had 
ever before attempted rounding 
the Horn. Even larger vessels, 
steam as well ag sail, go through 
Magellan Strait rather than risk 
the hurricanes which legend says 
blow off the Horn 365 days every 
year. 

Dumas was high-strung and 
emotional as he prepared to léave 
Valparaiso. “I know that I go to 
my death,” he declared melodra- 
matically, “but I shall not leave 
the course I set before departing 
from Buenos Aires last year.” He 
got around safely, averaging 70 
miles every 24 hours, and was 
practically home when he stopped 
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July 7, 37

at Mar de] Plata on 
days out of Valparaiso, 
at Mar del Plata for 
until July 28, and then a short sail 
of three days put him into the 
Uruguayan Yacht Club’s port at 
Montevideo on July 31. 

The lone navigator had reversed 
Magellan’s great feat of sailing 
round the world. He had found 
the west coast of South America 
by sailing eastward into the At- 
lantic. It was 13 months to the 
day since he had sailed away from 
Montevideo and during nine of 
those months (273 days) he had 
sat alone at the rudder of the 
“Lehg II.” He had logged 20,300 
miles, averaging 79 miles a day 
on the first lap, 71 miles on the 
second, 75 on the third and 70 
miles on the stormy trip around
